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GOOD HOPE FOUNDERED, 
ADMIRALTY ANNOUNCES. 
London, November 6§.— It 
British eruiser Good Hope, 
Admiral Cradock’s flagship, 
foundered after being set on fire 
shells from the German warships [rT 
the naval battle off the Chilean coast 
last Sunday.

So far as is known, none of the Good 
Hope's crew survived. : 

This was the news given out tonigtit 
by the admiraity just as the British 
public was beginning to think German 
accounts of the battle were exaggerat- 
ed. The only bit of satisfaction for 
the British is that their little Pacific 
fleet chose to give battle to a very 
much stronger squadron and was not 
overwhelmed until the last possible 
shot had been fired at the enemy. 

The British cruiser Glasgow, which 
was with the Good Hope and Mon- 
mouth, also put up a fight against the 
two German cruisers Leipzig and Dres- 
den and when her bigger sisters were 
put out of action managed to escape. 

Cradock Sought Fight. 

Rear Admirai Cradock lived up to 
his reputation as a follower of that 
naval school which believes the enemy 
should be engaged no matter what his 
superiority. According to the admir- 
alty, it was he who brought about 
the action, for the German squadron 
at first was disinclined to give battle. 
It was only when dusk cameé on and 
the light was in their favor that the 
Germans engaged the British. 

The battleship Canopus, sent to re- 
inforce Rear Admiral! Cradock, did not 
arrive in time to place the advan- 
tage on the British side, and the Brit- 
ish transport Otranto was of no value 
in the ficht against armored ships.

REPORTED DEAD IN FIRE 


25 Acres in Kansas City Stock- 
yards Destroyed in 
Conflagration.

Kansas City, November 7.—Twenty- 
five acres of cattle pens, one-third of 
the local stockyards, had been de- 
stroyed with a loss estimated at three- 
quarters of a million dollars by a fire 
that began last night and still was 
burning early today. Three men were 
injured by burns and falling timbers. 
The fire was spreading rapidly and 
another section of the yards was in 
danger. 

While it was impossible to deter- 
mine the full extent of the damage, 
it was apparent the local yards would 
be seriously crippled in handling the 
heavy shipme of stock exchanged 
here as the reé@ult of the quarantine 
of the Chicago yards. 

While officiais of the stockyards 
company: deny. that cattle have been 
burned to death .one report asserts 
that 4,000 head were lost. Only the 
sudden veering of the wind saved the 
millio®-dollar live stock exchange 
building, within fifty feet of which the 
fire started.

"NEARLY SUBSCRIBED

Four-Fifths of the Northern 
Banks’ Share in $135,000.- 
000 Pool Now on Hand. 
McAdoo Ridicules Trust 
Charge. 


Washington, November 6.—Four- 
fifths of the share of northern banks 
in the $135,000,000 cotton loan fund has 
been subscribed, and unless bankers 
hold back for fear that consummation 
of the loan plan will be held in viola- 
tion of tl® Sherman anti-trust law, the 
remainder soon will be forthcoming. 

Secretary McAdoo announced today 
that $80,000,000 had been raised among 
northern bankers, and that the remain- 
ing $20,000,000 to be subscribed: in the 
north was in sight. At the same time 
it became known that certain bankers 
who had been counted on had become 
reluctant to enter the plan unassured 
the method by which the loan ig being 
rnised does not violate 
law. 

Such a fear was characterized by 
Mr. McAdoo as pure “buncombe,.” It 
is known, however, that the objection 
was considered by some authorities 
sufficiently serious to bring a request 
for an opinton from Attorney General 
Gregory as to the plan’s legality. 

Distrust has come largely from New 
England. Bankers there are said to 
be chary of the plan because of the 
recent indictment of former directors 
of the New Haven railroad. They have 
pointed, too, to the acquisition of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
years ago by the United States Steel 
corporation, a transaction sanctioned 
by the authorities here, but subse- 
quently held by others to have been: in 
violation of the Sherman act. 

It was reported tonight that when 
the fund first was discussed this ques- 
tion was raised, and that a represen- 
tative of the reserve board consulted 
department of justice officials. 

At that time it was the opinion of 
the official consulted that there was 
no Violation of the law, that the fund 
was to be raised voluntarily and that 
Its purpose was not to restrain compe- 
tition or raise prices, but to extend aid 
in making loans to producers. 

That opinion, though not from 
attorney general, was sufficient for 
most of those asked to contribute. It 
failed, however, to convince the New 
Englanders. Their contribution, prob- 
ably necessary to complete success of 
the plan, is understood to have been 
pledged contingent upon a favorable 
opinion by Attorney General Gregory 
himself. 

Lawyers outside the treasury depart- 
ment are for the most part of the 
view that no violation of the Sherman 
law can result. It generally was pre- 
dicted tonight that that view would be 
concurred in by Mr. Gregory, and that 
complete success of the plan will be 
announced shortly. 

Attorney General Gregory and Sec- 
retary McAdoo conferred for an hour 
tonight and later it was reported that 
Mr. Gregory had upheld his subordi- 
nates in the opinion that the loan plan 
could not be construed to be in viola- 
tion of the Sherman act or any other 
law. No announcement was made, 
however, and although the attorney 
general carried a memorandum to the 
treasury, it was said no written opin- 
ion had been prepared. 
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TEACHER AND TOTS

The latter’s sister, Miss 
Ellen Longworth, testified concerning 
her friendship: with Wilson, which 
caused the killing, it was claimed.

CATTLE DISEASE 
T0 COST MILLIONS 


Federal Quarantine Extend- 
ed to Massachusetts and 
Iowa—People on Infected 
Farms May Be Detained. 


Washington, November 6.—Further 
spread of the live stock foot and mouth 
disease caused the extension of the 
federal quarantine today to two more 
states—Massachusetts and Iowa. Cat- 


tle, sheep and hogs now cannot be 
moved out of Michigan, Indiana, Llli- 
nois, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New York, Massachusetts and lowa. 

In addition to the states already 
qarantined, a suspected case exists at 
Como, Miss., where it is reported a 
herd owner himself has contracted the 
disease. The federal authorities are 
advising state officials to impose a 
stringent quarantine against infected 
farms, and even to prévént childrer 
from leaving the farms to attenc 
school. 

Hope was expressed today, upon the 
receipt of no reports of new cases in 
Indiana and Michigan, that the epi- 
demic there had been placed under 
control. New cases were found in 
Pennsylvania and in. Illinois. 

The spread of the disease makes cer- 
tain an increased cost of putting down 
the epidemic. It would. not surprise 
officials if the cost would be nearer 
the $2,000,000 expended by the Ger- 
man government to eradicate the dis- 
ease from among its cattle a few years 
azo than the $300,000 spent in fighting 
the 1908 outbreak. The expense of 
having inspectors trace the various 
Shipments from infected centers will 
be large. Ten: new inspectors were 
rushed to day to Wisconsin, lowa and 


Massachusetts. 

Department officials have suggested 
to promoters of the Royal Cattle show 
to be held at Kansas City this fall, 
that the event should be postponed. 


PRICES WILL NOT RISE, 
DECLARE THE PACKERS 

Chicago, November 6.—A large part 
of the cattle receiving and meat-pack- 
ing industry of the country, long cen- 
tered in Chicago, tonight temporarily 
was shifted to Kansas City, Omaha 
and other western cities. The Chicago 
Union Stock yards, for the first time 
since its organization in 1865, was 
closed down for nine days because of 
hoof and mouth disease among cattle. 

The quarantine against all cattle 
pens in the state went into effect at 
midnight. The state’s action supple- 
ments the federal quarantine against 
Illinois. 

No more ¢attie, sheep or hogs are to 
be received in Chicago, until November 
16. when business is to be resumed 
after the yards have been thoroughly 
disinfected. 

The packers tonight sent to western 
branches 1,000 butchers to dress ani- 
mals which ordinarily would have been 
sent to Chicago. Thev declared the 
products from their weS8tern plants 
would be sufficient to supply the mar- 
ket without advance in prices. 

The herd of 600 infected cattle was 
augmented by 216 more cattle and 606 
hogs. No sheep so far have been af- 
fected. 

J. Ogden Armour declared in a state- 
ment that there was no danger of in- 
fection from dressed meats, and Dr. 
©. F. Dyson, chief state veternarian 
gave out reassuring word that there ie 
no danger tn milk where the ordinary 
precautions are maintained.

IMPORTANT VICTORY 
CLAIMED BY RUSSIA. 


London, Movember  6.— The 
sians report that having 
the Germans back to their bordet 
the north and forced their center to 
retire from the Vistula to the Warthe 
river, the Russian general staff has 
turned i[ts attention to the Austrians, 
who have held their positions stub- 
bornly along the San river in Galicia. 

According to a telegram from Grand 
Duke Niacholas, the Russians have won 
a vietory more important than any pre. 
vious one. The Russians say they again 
have occupied Jaroslau, north of Prz- 
emys!i, capturing 5,000 prisoners. It 
is belleved here, however, that there 
will be another bie battle on tire 
Warthe before the armies of Emperor 
Nicholas seriously threaten Silesia. 

In the struggle between the Ger- 
mans and the allies in the west there 
again has been little if any change. 
The Germans, twice balked in their 
attempt to reach the French coast, are 
preparing for another attack, which, 
like the last, is directed at the line held 
by the British on both sides of the 
town of Ypres, where for a fortnight 
some of the most sanguinary fighting 
of the ‘war has been in progres3, and 

here casualties on both sides prob. 
ably have been larger than those on 
such a restricted front In any nre- 
vious battle. 

Berlin Claims Progress. 

A Berlin official report claims the 
Germans have made progress here, but 
this is directly contradicted by claims 
of the allies, who say they are holding 
all their positions and have made some 
advances. 

Reports come from the Dutch fron- 
tier that the Germans are preparing for 
retirement, but military observers here 
say that the bringing up of reinforce- 
ments prove they have not yet des- 
paired of breaking through the allies’ 
front and reaching either Calais or 
Boulogne. 

Elsewhere along the great front 
there has been a repetition of isolated 
encounters which in the French of- 
fiical communications are referred to as 
minor affairs, but which in ordinary 
wars would be considered fair-sized 


battles.

KAISER LOSES LAST 
POSSESSION IN ASIA. 

The fall of Tsing-Tau ends the most 
picturesque of the minor phases of 
the great world-war now raging. 

On two continents and in many 
islands of the seas where colonies of 
the warring nations were planted com- 
bats of nidre ‘or less interest have 
taken place, garrisons have been cap- 
tured and towns occupied peacefully, 
but in the little German concession 
on the south side of the Shantung 
peninsula of China there has been 
going on since late in August a re- 
duced scale of war that from all ac- 
counts has duplicated nearly all fea- 
tures of those battles in Europe that 
have resulted in the capture of forti- 
fied positions. i 

The capture of Tsing-Tau loses to 
Germany her last foot of possessions 
on the Asiatic mainland, as well as 
her last strategic position outside of 
the German empire in Europe. For 
nearly three months the little German 
garrison of about 7,000 men, and near- 


ly wholly composed of reservists ih - 


China, has held out against the land 
and sea attacks of the Japanese, of 
certain British detachments of both 
white and Indian troops that found 
themselves in China at the outbreak 
of the war. What the losses of the 
garrison have been are not known, 
but the official Japanese and British 
reports have indicated that Tsing-Tau 
has been taken at heavy cost of men 
on the part of the allies. 

It was on. August 15 that Japan 
threw herself into the European war 
as Great Britain’s ally, after demand- 
ing that Germany withdraw or intern 
all German Warships in Asiatic waters 
and relinquish possession of Kiao- 
Chow. In the statement from Tokio 
that accompanied this declaration, 
Japan asserted that her intentions did 
not contemplate the retention of one 
foot of ground on Chinese territory,

GERMAN-OWNED ROAD 
TAKEN BY JAPS. 


The next general move on the part 
of the Japanese was to seize the Ger- 
man-owned railway running west from 
Tsing-Tau into the province of Shan- 
tung. 

This was done under violent — 
from the Chinese government, whic 
held that it violated the integrity 
the Chinese republic. 

The number of the _ expeditionary 
forces hag not been officially divuiged, 
but it is said to have been upward 
of 30,000 men. A British detachment 
of some 800 South Wales Borderers 
and 400 Indian Sikhs, under Briga- 
dier General Nathaniel W. Bernardis- 
ton, commander of the north China 
forces, is said to have formed a part 
of the center of the Japanese line in 
the investment of Tsing-Tau. 

Fighting continued from the middle 
of September intermittently until the 
fall of the fortress today. During 
this period both the German and the 
Japanese warships and aeroplanes en- 
gaged in the bombardment of each 
other’s position. In one of the most 
severe of these engagements, on Octo- 
ber 3, it was announced that the Jap- 
anese loss was 1,700 killed and 8:00 
wounded. It was reported then that 
the Japanese would await the arrival 
of siege guns before continuing oper- 
ations. At various times German 
losses Were reported up to a score or 
more, 


TORPEDO BOAT SINKS 
CRUISER TAKACHIHO. 


On the night of October.17 the most 
serious of the Japanese naval losses oc- 
curred when the cruiser Takachico was 
—— up by the German torpedo boat 
5-980. 

It was reported October 23 that the 
Japanese finally had installed their 
siege guns on Prince Henry mountain 
and other hills near the town. 

The German fortresses included three 
lines of defense. The first of these on 
the outskirts appears to have  béen 
evacuated some time ago and the gar- 
rison concentrated in Forts Moltke and 
Bismarck and Iltis, which occupy com- 
manding positions on the range of pre- 
cipitous hills that circle the city. The 
Germans also had five forts exclusively 
for shore defense. 

The heights back of the city are 
penetrated only by the railway line and 
it is probably through this path that the 
allies proceeded into Tsing-Tau, once 
the defending fortresses had been si- 
ienced. 

An interesting documené in connec- 
tion with the fall of Tsing-Tau is the 
proclamation which the German gov- 
ernment posted on August 22. In this 
he said “never shall we surrender the 
smallest bit of ground over which the 
German flag is flying. From this place, 
where we with love and success have

In taking it the Japanese again have 
had revenge for certain phases of their 
war w’'th China twenty years ago. Vic- 
torious, Japan was forced, at the insti- 
gation of Germany, to give up Port 
Arthur—her main (fruit of victory— 
which eventually became Russian. 

Ten years later—in 1904-05—Japan 
fought Russia and again took Port 
Arthur, Now, after another interval 
of ten years, in associatior with Brit- 
ish forces, Japan hag seized the Ger- 
man possession of Kiao-Chow and 
wiped out a score which had béen a 
thorn in Japan’s side for two decades.

LESSONS FOR U.S. 
FROM WAR ABROAD

Garrison and Daniels Plan- | 

ning to Make Army and 
Navy More Powerful and 
Efficient. 


Washington, November  6.—Secre- 
taries Garrison and Daniels in their 
forthcoming annual reports will lay be- 
fore congress the lessons they believe 
the American army and navy should 
draw from the war in Europe. No ex- 
traordinary expenditures will be asked, 
but methods of obtaining a mobile and 
adequate army and a powerful and ef- 
ficient fleet will be discussed in great 
detail.

The work of submarines in the Euro- 
pean war has recalled that the last con- 
gress appropriated more than $4,000,- 
000 for submarines and specified that 
one should be a sea-going vessel, prac- 
tically twice the size of those used in 
coast patrol. Such a submarine, ac- 
cording to naval officers, will be the 
most powerful in the world, able to 
accompany the fleet everywhere. Eu- 
ropean submarines have been able to 
make only comparatively short voy- 
ages from their toe 

More Submarines Wanted. 

There is every likelihood that Sec- 
retary Daniels will ask for a second 
submarine of the seagoing type and 
the usula number—seven or eight— 
smaller submarines for coast and har- 
bor defense. While submarines have 
attracted most attention, naval strate- 
gists do not believe there should be 
any change in.the permanent plans of 
the general board for two battleships 
a year and a proportionate number of 
auxiliaries and submarines. 

The United States already has more 
submarines than Germany and Japan, 
and Mr. Daniels and the general board 
believe in the battleship unit as the 
necessary line along which the navy 
Should advance. Naval men concede, 
however, that congress will consider 
using the appropriation ordinarily made 
for one battleship for building of twen- 
ty-elght submarines. By sacrificing 
one battleship the American navy could 
step almost alongside England and 
France in submarine strength. 

One of the chief recommendations 
the navy will make will be an increase 
in personnel. It is estimated 18,000 
more men are needed to man the pres- 
ent fleet, including ships under con- 
struction. More torpedoes also will 
be asked for. 

The army will appeal for more am- 
munition. The shortage in shells and 
other munitions has been emphasized for 
many years without congressional ac- 
tion. There is every indication that 
not only ammunition but more, field 
artillery and 16-inch coast defense 
guns will be urgently requested. 

That Secretary Garrison will seek 
chiefly, however, is a definité settle- 
ment by congress of the much-debated 
problem of an adequate regular army, 
with the progressive development of a 
policy analagous to that formulated 
by: the general board for the navy. It 
is understood he will reiterate in great- 
er detail and with more emphasis, this 
view, expressed in his last report. 

Reserve Army Urged. 

“For some years the army war col- 
lege section of the general staff and 
officers generally throughout the serv- 
ice have been working with great ear- 
nestness, intelligence and enthusiasm 
for the establishment of a definite na- 
tional military policy, the spread of 
military knowledge among the people, 
and the creation of a military reserve 
force to the end that there shall be in 
all the walks of civil life.an increasinge- 
ly ‘large number of men with a suffi- 
cient military ‘training to make them 
better prepare for the service of their 
country, should the call ever need to be 
made. The purpose and effect of this 
have not been to invite war or to en- 
courage it, but to postpone it.

It is said also on good authority that 
negotiations are proceeding for an 
agreement by which Bulgaria will re- 
ceive Macedonia, which is largely Bul- 
garian, if she will consent actively to 
support the allies. Servia, which won, 
Macedonia by the sword, hesitates, it is 
said, to give it up; but it is thought 
here she can -hardly turn a deaf ear 
to Russia, who entered the war on her 
account. Further, it is said, she would 
receive compensation in Bosnia, throngh 
which she would get a route to the sea. 


Paris, November 6-—Grand Duke 
Nicholas, commander-in-chief of the 
Russian forces’ in the field, has sent 
a telegram to General Joffre, com- 
mander-in-chief of the French forces, 
saying the Russians have gained in 
East Prussia the greatest victory since 
the beginning of the war. 


RUSSIANS RECAPTURE 
TOWN OF. JAROSLAU. 


Petrograd, ovember 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Russians have recaptured 
the Galician town of Jarosliau and 


have taken 5,000 Austrian prisoners, 
according to a telegram received here 
today from Lemberg. Jarosiau is 
seventeen miles northwest of the Aus- 
trian fortress of Przemysl. 

The Austrian attempts to cut off the 
Russian attackers, the message says, 
finally have broken down and the .Aus- 
trians now are in retreat along the 
river San. 

Lemberg, Galicia, November 6.—(Via 
Petrograd.)—News was received in this 
city the evening of November 5 of the 
recapture by the Russians of the Ga- 
lician town of Jaroslau, together with 
5,000 prisoners. 

Lemberg military reports state that 
recently the Austrians have been at- 
tacking furiously day and night. Their 
artillery fire has been particularly se- 
vere and leads to the impression that 
they have been making their last su- 
preme efforts. The Russians, howev- 
er have repulsed the enemy vigorous- 
ly and have broken his desperate re- 
sistance. The Austrians now are re- 
treating along the river San. 

This last engagement was over an 
extended front. Enormous forces of | 
Austrians endeavored to prevent the' 
Russians from crossing the San at a 
point near MonstClyrzek, but the Rus- 
sians held their positions in spite of 
this resistance. 


EAST PRUSSIA OPEN 
TO RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


Petrograd, November 6.—(Via Lon-. 
don.)—-According to Russian informa- 
tion,- Wirballen is the only obstacle to 
a general advance of the whole Rus- 
sian front into East Prussia. The 
Germans, it is declared, soon will be 
forced to evacuate, being threatened by 
a tlanking movement of the Russians. 

The backward movement of the re- 
mainder of the German line left this 
point without sufficient support. 

The Russian consul general at Con- 
stantinople, arriving at Odessa, stated 
that the Turkish officials were as sur- 
prised as Russia by the sudden offensive 
taken by the Turkish fleet in the Black: 
sea. The consul eg ae said: 

“The news of the Turkish.bombard- 
ment became known in Constantinople 
some time after the occurrence. Ad- 
mitting that Turkey was fully prepared 
for war, nevertheless German action 
precipitated the crisis. I regard the 
extreme courtesy shown Russian offi- 
cials two days following the Turkish 
attack as proof otf Turkish surprise at 
recent events.’ 

An unusually large guard of picked 
troops was placed at the disposal of 
the Russian ambassador, the consul 
general said, and the grand vizier’s 
private secretary personally superin- 
tended and facilitated the departure of 
the Russian. 

The branch of the Russo-Asiatic bank 
at Batum (on the east coast of the 
Black sea) has transferred its deposits 
and documents to Baku, on the Cas- 
plan.

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German K arlsruhe Sought by British Ships 
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The German cruiser Karlsruhe, of 
trifle less than 5,000 tons, has had in 
this war a career as eventful in the At- 
lantic as that of the smaller German 
Emden in the Indian ocean. The Karls- 
ruhe first came into notice at the out- 
break of the war when she appeared 
in the vicinity of Sandy Hook, appar- 
ently in wait for British merchantmen 
leaving New York. For a few days the 
British shipping hugged their piers and 
then came news that the Karlsruhe 
had been driven away by the approach 
of several British cruisers. On August 
9 the Karlsruhe appeared in the har- 
bor of San Juan, Porto Rico, where she 
coaled. Soon afterward the Karlsruhe

had a running fight at sea with the 
British cruisers Suffolk and Essex. 
Since then she has sunk or captured 
thirteen British vessels in the Atlantic, 
while the Emden has sunk or captured 
twenty-one Brit?sh craft in the Indian 
ocean. Searching for these two Ger- 
man cruisers and five or six others and 
working in concert under various com- 
manders-in-chief are upward of seven- 
ty British, Australian, Japanese, French 
and Russian cruisers, not including 
auxiliary cruisers. Among these are a 
number of the fastest British cruisers. 
According to the official announcement 
of the English admiralty, “the percent- 
age of loss is much less than was reck- 
oned on bdefore the war. Out of 4,000 


British ships engaged in the foreign 


trade only thirty-nine have been sunk 
by the enemy, or less than 1 per cent 
in all. Besides seven vessels are now 
overdue in Atlantic waters. Between 
8,000 and 9,000 foreign voyages have 
been undertaken to and from United 
Kingdom ports, less than five per 1,000 
of which have been interfered with. On 
the other hand, German oversea trade 
has practically ceased to exist. Nearly 
all their fast ships which could have 
been used as auxiliary crisers, were 
promptly penned into neutral harbors 
or have taken refuge in their own. 
Among the comparatively few German 
ships which have put to sea, 133 have 
been captured or nearly four times the 
num'ber of those lost by the very large 
British mercantile marine.

WITH ENGLISH SPINNERS 


Believed This Is Forerunner of 
a General Demand for 
Cotton Goods. 


Manchester, November 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Lancashire spinners are grati- 
fied at the first day's business of the 
Liverpool cotton market sinee the war 
began. Trading was hedged about by 
many restrictions, but spinners believe 
the Liverpool Cotton association will 
remove all impediments to general 
trading as soon as the New York ex- 
change opens. President Roxburgh, of 
the Liverpool association, believes this 
will be about November 16. 

China placing orders with Lan- 
cashire spinners, which has stimulated 
the market and regarded as the 
forerunner of orders from India and 
general demand for cotton goods. 

Many spinners express the. opinion 
that the improvement in the cotton 
situation is largely due to Sir George 
Paish’s efforts in tle United States. 
While the Liverpool market was closed 
the Lancashire spinners had little 
trouble in buying spot cotton, but the 
opening of the Chinese trade makes it 
imperative that futures bought to 
orders booked. The Liverpool 
Spinners’ association has fixed 81-2 
cents a pound as the minimum price to 
protect the trade against loading up 
at a ruinously low price on the six 
million bales of American cotton raised 
this year in excess of. estimated de- 
mands.

Futures 
have beén so generally sold heretofore 
that there is abundant demand to jus- 
tify today’s prices in the opinion of the 
Manchester News, which intimates that 
orders for raw cotton were much larg- 
er than was generally believed. 

Under the restrictions of the Liver- 
pool market spot cotton is not affect- 
ed. Buying orders for May and June 
futures also are not restricted, but 
selling orders for May and June are 
limited to old business and must be 
certified by the association. 

The association limited futures 
May and June delivery because 
limited supply in Liverpool would 
exhausted by filling heavy orders 
booked before the war were brokers 
compelled to deliver January and Feb- 
ruary of next year. 

It is estimated that Lancashire cot- 
ton workers are employed from 50 to 
60 per cent of the time. Orders for 
army supplies have offset somewhat 
the dullness the war has caused to 
general trade. 

Business is active in some classes 
of yarns, especially coarse counts, but 
the finer classes are sluggish.

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FEDERAL TROOPS REACH 
PRAIRIE CREEK MINES 


Federal Grand Jury Convenes. 
Two More Buildings Are 
Burned. 


Fort Smith, Ark., November 6.— 
United States troops tonight fixed camp 
in the.quiet village of Prairie Creek, 
coal 
mining region, without attracting more 
attention than if on parade at Fort 
Sheridan. The few minters and inhabi- 
tants left in the neighborhood looked on 
in idle curiosity as the soldiers un- 
loaded and prepared to spend the night. 
The burning of two large stores at 
Hartford, 3 miles from Prairie Creek 
early today, alleged to have been done 
by sympathizers of striking miners, 
was the final act prior to the arrival 
of the troops. The loss was estimated 
at $50,000. 

At Fort Smith little excitement at- 
tended the sitting of the United States 
court when Judge Frank Youmans de- 
livered the charge to the special grand 
jury, called to investigate recent dis- 
order in the Hartford valley. More 
than fifty witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the grand 
jury. About twenty witnesses were 
examined today. 

Hull, special assistant to the 
attorney general, said toinght that no 
indictments would be returned until 
some time week after next. Tomorrow 
the jury will adjourn for a week as 
federal officials of this district will be 
engaged next week in holding court at 
Texarkana, Ark. 

Major Nathaniel McClure, in com- 
mand of the troops, stated tonight that 
the present camp site at Prairie Creek 
was only temporary. The question of 
water supply is worrying the soldiers, 
but it is deemed necessary to remain 
near the Bache-Denman mine, the cen- 
ter of the disturbance. 

The miners and residents of the Hart- 
ford valley insist there is no strike 
in this territory. The trouble originat- 
ed, they claim, when the Bache-Den- 
man company abrogated their contract 
with the miners’ union and attempted 
to operate their mine No. 4 on an open- 
shop basis. It is the general opinion 
throughout this section that there will 
not be a clash of any kind between 
the miners and soldiers unless non- 
union men are brought in to operate 
mine No. 4. Then—the sentence is usu- 
ally left unfinished. 

Instead of the 500 or 600 miners who 
worked at the Prairie Creek minea year 
ago there now are scarcely a hundred. 
These are wholly dependent upon their 
little gardens for a livelihood, all the 
mining properties being closed. 


ENERAL VILLA AGREES 
T0 GIVE UP COMMAND 


His Decision Applauded When 
Announcement Is Made 
at Convention. 


November 6.-~—General 
Villa has formally notified the na- 
tional convention at Aguas Calientes 
of his willingness to resign command 
of his troops and retire to private life 
if that is necessary to bring about 
the elimination of General Carranza. 

The convention, according to today’s 
official reports, received Villa’s com- 
munication with applause. No action 
was taken on it, pending the report of 
a commission which went to Puebla to 
notify Carranza of the selection of 
General Gutierrez provisional presi- 
dent. 

Villa’s statement is in answer to the 

stipulations of General Carranza that 
Villa and Zapata should be eliminated 
from military authority. 
According to reports from American 
onsul Silliman, «resistance by Car- 
ranza of the convention’s orders will 
depend on the attitude of General 
Pablo Gonzales, commander of the di- 
vision of the east. He is at Queretaro 
with several thousand troops, and in- 
dications are that he will remain loyal 
to Carranza. Carranza’s visit to Obre- 
gon, commander of the division of the 
northwest, it is believed by officials 
here, may have an important bearing 
on the situation, as Obregon had de- 
clared his loyalty to the convention, 
and will endeavor to persuade Car- 
ranza not to plunge Mexico into an- 
other civil war. 

Five thousand Villa troops were in- 
vited to Aguas Calientes by the con- 
vention to guard the city, according 
to today’s dispatches, when General 
Gonzales had assumed a threatening 
attitude at his headquarters, a hun- 
dred miles south of Aguas Calientes. 
No fighting had taken place when to- 
day’s report was dispatched, both 
sides awaiting the outcome of the 
conferences at Puebla. 

Gutierrez has stated to American 
agents that as soon as he is sworn in 
as provisional president he will issue 
the proclamation giving the guaran- 
tees desired by the United States be- 
fore withdrawing its forces from Vera 
Cruz. Villa has agreed to support 
Gutierrez in enforcing the proclama- 
tion which Carranza declined to issue.

Macon, Ga., November 6.—(Special.) 
It developed today that a Georgia boy— 
Luther Allred, of Pickens county, has 
made the best record for corn yield on 
a single acre that has ever been known 
in the south and the second best that 
has ever been made anywhere. 

His report, accompanyimg his exhibit 
at the Georgia state fair, shows that 
he raised 227.17 bushels of corn on one 
acre ata net profit to himself of $185.20. 
Two of Luther’s brothers also raised 
more than 200 bushels to the acre this 
year, while four other brothers raised 
lesser amounts. 

Clarence Allred raised 220 bushels on 
his acre at a net profit of $178.03. Alner 
Allred raised 210.14 bushels at a net 
profit of $156.41. 

These boys are the pride of Pickens 
county. They have quit raising cotton 
altogether and are devoting all their 
time to corn. '

The Brewers publish a Year Book. 
Their book for 1913 contains statements, that— 


Not more than 66,000 people die annually in Continental United 
States from diseases in which alcohol may be a contributing cause— 


Only 13,894 men between the ages 25-64 died of alcoholism between 
the years 1900 to 1907— 


In the same period only 19,947 men of the same age died of cirrhosis 
of the liver. One authority states that 30 per cent, and another 90 per 
cent of all cases of cirrhosis of the liver are caused by alcohol. There- 
fore the Brewers’ Year Book doubts that 75 per cent of all such cases 
are caused by alcohol; but it maintains that, granting 75 per cent to be 
correct, the deaths from alcoholism in the period 1900 to 1907 among 
men 25 to 64 were only 28,854, or 360 more than the deaths from typhoid 
fever for the same period, or 13, instead of 15 times as many deaths 

- from alcoholism as from smallpox. 


But the Brewers’ Year Book does not state that the man who under- 
took to spread typhoid fever or smallpox, which the Year Book shows 
to be greatly less dangerous than the product of their breweries and 
distilleries—the Year Book does not show that the man would be 
promptly locked up, if not hung.

A normal person will turn 
the tap before he begins. An imbecile will continue bailing, while the 
water still flows. ;

‘‘As imbeciles the charity conferences, the philanthropic societies, 
which continually get together monies for epileptic homes, sanitoria for 
consumptives and for the cure of alcoholists, polyclinics for free dentis- 
try, etc., but who will not proceed against the sources of decay of teeth, 
of consumption of the lungs, of epilepsy, drunkenness and all the rest. 


The poor boards, too, act as imbeciles, which gather alms and dis- 
tribute them, but take no steps to prevent poverty. 


‘They bail and bail, but never turn the faucet. 


‘‘As imbeciles, the judges, who continue punishing criminals with- 
out attacking our drink customs, the chief spring of crime.”’

DAVID LAMAR NABBED 
WN NEW YORK HOTEL 


Has Been Fighting Removal to 
the Empire State From 
Washington. 


New York, November 6.—David La- 
mar, who has been fighting removal 
to New York from the District of Co- 
lumbia since his indictment in 1913 
on a charge of impersonating a govern- 
ment officer with intent to defraud, 
was arrested in the corridor of an 
uptown hotel here tonight by two de- 
partment of justice agents.
